CRYSTAL LAKE STOCK FARM 


The Mather wwnership of this prop- 
erty dates back more than sixty years, 
the farm having been acquired by Sime- 
on Mather in 1847. From the first, 
cattle raising was the chief industry 
on the place, and the early efforts of 
the proprietor were devoted to the 
building up of a Short Horn herd, 
which attained a considerable reputa- 
tion. 


Eventually the demand for more milk 
and cheese than the Short Hurns could 
produce, led to the establishment, in 
1887, of the Crystal Lake Herd of Hol- 
stein-Fresians—a name that has since 
become widely known among breeders 
of Black and White cattle.

Ibs. milk in one day), Inka Darkness 
(19,013 Ibs. milk in a year), Oatka (87 
Ibs. milk in one day, 22.5 Ibs. butter in 
a week), and others of like quality. 


From this foundation, a herd of about 
ninety head has been developed; and 
to day the visitor finds on the Chystal 
Lake farms not only a fine herd of the 
largest producing breed of cattle in 
the world, but modern barns, eommo- 
dious and convenient, a well equipped 
creamery; and in all the appointments 
of the extensive establishment, unmis- 
takable indications of close attention 
to the careful methods that have al- 
ways characterized the conduct of the 
business, also equally plain evidence of 
the prosperity that has come as the re- 
sult of maintaining a herd of pure- 
bred Holstein Friesians. 

While Crystal Lake Herd has made 
little attempt to compete for hvnors 
in the show ring, it is worthy of notice 
that when exhibited, the herd has 
always taken a high place; and at the 
Jefferson County Fair won _ Silver 
Medal, Diploma and Sweepstakes—all 
breeds competing.

LEAD POISONING. 


By Dr. David Roberts, Wisconsin State 
Veterinarian, 1906-7-8. 

Lead poisoning in cattle usually takes 
place during the remodeling of build- 
ings, painting of water tanks, fences, 
ete., or even while painting houses, 
painters thoughtlessly scrape out the 
old paint pots and dump it out into 
the barn yard where cattle have access 
to it, the result being that within a 
short time one or more animals are 
noticed to have a loss of appetite, 
shortage of milk, a depressed look, and 
later excited condition. 

If permitted to run loose they are 
apt to go around in a circle, moan, press 
the head against fences or walls, in- 
dicating that the brain is affected, grate 
their teeth and act as if they were mad. 

While the treatment for lead poison- 
ing is very unsatisfactory, it would be 
advisable to keep lead and paints out 
of the reach of cattle, rather than to 
permit them to come in contact with 
it and expect to save cattle thus af- 
flicted.

FARM AND FARMING METHODS OF 
K. N. KUPERUS & SONS, FRIES 
LAND, HOLLAND. 


The following is a description of the 
farm at Marssum near Leeuwarden, 
Friesland, Holland, the home of Messrs. 
K. N. Kuperus & Sons, breeders and 
exporters of Friesian herdbook cattle, 
and of some of the methods of farming 
there. 

The area of this farm is 110 acres, 
and the land, heavy elaysoil, is all 
under grass.

fortnight after they are turned out in 
May. 

Cows and yearling heifers are served 
principally in May or June in order 


‘that they may calve in February or 


March of the next year, when these 
heifers will be about two years old. 

In summer the cows and heifers get 
nothing but grass. The cows are milked 
twice a day. Until about the middle of 
June the calves are fed twice a day 
with a ration which consists of whey 
and butter milk and 1 litre of full milk 
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This is divided by ditches into sec- 
tions of from two to abeut ten acres. 
About one third of the whole area is 
used for pasture, the other two thirds 
being devoted to the production of hay. 
When the grass has been mown in the 
early part of the summer the cattle are 
allowed to graze on this portion of the 
farm too, though if the aftermath of 
grass is very good portions of it may 
be mown a second time for hay or en- 
silage. 





On the farm are kept in summer 
about 34 mileh cows, 10 yearling heif- 
ers, 2 service bulls, and 24 calves, all 
herdbook cattle, besides about 20 Fries- 
ian pedigreed sheep and lambs and 3 
horses. 


The cattle are turned out to grass in 
the early part of May and are never 
stabled until about the beginning of 
November. 

If the weather should be cold the 
cows are blanketed, and the calves are 
put in the barn at night for the first

mixed with sume linseed cake meal. 
After the middle of June the older 
heifer calves get no more full milk, 
The younger calves and the bull calves 
continue to get the above food, to which 
is added some Friesian sheeps’ milk. 

From about November 1 to May 1 the 
cattle are kept continuously in the sta- 
bles. Cows and heifers get during 
this period plenty of hay and 1 kilo 
of linseed cake per day before calving, 
which is, after calving, increased to 2 
kilos of linseed cake, or 1 kilo of this 
food and 1 kilo of earthnuts cake per 
day; while the heifer calves get be- 
sides 1-2 kilo of linseed cake and 1-2 
kilo of linseed cake mea! mixed with 
whey and water. 

The bull calves get a little more of 
these condensed foods, especially as 
they grow older and the winter ad- 
vances. 

Whey is the residue after making 
cheese and butter milk after making 
butter. 


a 
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Calves are taken from their dams 
immediately after birth, and put on 


“dry straw in a barn in which the tem- 


perature is suitable, and here they are 
rubbed dry with straw. When about 
an hour old they are given a little of 
the dam’s milk and thereafter for the 
first three days they get of the dam’s 
milk three times a day. 

After the first three days they get 
full milk twice a day till they are two 
or three weeks old. For the next four 
weeks they are fed on full milk and 











butter milk and after that get whey, 
some buter milk, and some full milk 
until they are turned on to pasture. 

It is rather difficult to define exactly 
the ration to be given to calves, as one 
animal can digest much more than an- 
other. It is advisable for this reason 
to let the same man always feed the 
calves, as by constant observation he 
will be able to guard against over feed- 
ing and under feeding. 


Since 1897 the milk of the cows has 
been weighed and tested for butter fat 
by a milk controller morning and even- 
ing once every fortnight. 


In the last few years many milk con- 
trol associations have been established 
consisting of 12 members. These As- 
sociations have a milk controller who 
every fortnight weighs the milk of each 
cow in the evening and next morning 
takes a sample of the milk and tests it 
at the local co-operative creamery. 
There are a great many of these co 
operative creameries or butter factories

2,000 cows is converted into butter and 
cheese, the milk being paid for accord: 
ing to the percentage of butter fat. 
From the quantity of milk sent the 
farmer gets back 70 per cent. of whey 
and 12 per cent. of butter. milk, in 
addition to which he buys some extra 
butter milk from the creamery for his 
calves. 

The Friesian 
has appointed a head controller who 
again controls the work of the above 
mentioned milk controllers so that the 
milk records in the Friesian Herdbook 
are Official. 

The records of the aforementioned 
herd of cows, about 30 in number have 
for full lactaction periods averaged as 
follows:

In 1897 the herd averaged 3.15 per 
cent. of fat. At that time there were 
11 cows in the herd yielding less than 
3 per cent. But by selling these and 
breeding from the better ones the vield 
was brought up to an average of 3.52 
per cent. From this point the percent- 


age has fallen somewhat owing to for- 
eign buyers wanting some of the best 


animals, and the great difficulty of re- 
placing by purchase from other farmers, 
those sold with other animals with high 
butter fat yield. As to the average 
milk production this is materially af- 
fected by such factors as having a num- 
ber of young cows in the herd, the 
length of lactation period, ete. 

At the annual show of Herdbook ecat- 
tle at Leeuwarden on the 30th of Au- 
gust, 1900 three of the Marssum cows 
were awarded first prize for the highest 
butter record, and three cows were 
awarded first prize for the highest milk 
record. 

All these cows had calves within 
about one year from the time of the 
previous calving in 1899 when the rce- 
ords began.

These cows had in the summer of 
1899 excellent pasturage, but no other 
feed at all. They were stabled about 
the middle of October. Their food con- 
sisted of ample hay of early mown 
grass, varly mown grass ensilage, and 2 
kilos of linseed cakes and 1 kilo of 
earthnuts cake each per day until the 
lactation period had ended by their 
being dried off about 8 weeks before 
calving again. . 


During the whole period the cows 
were milked, as usual, only twice in 
every twenty-four hours, viz, between 
4 and 6 in the morning and at the same 
time in the evening. 


Mr. K. N. Kuperus has for many 
years exported cattle, both vf his own 
breeding and cattle purchased for cli- 
ents’ from other breeders, and now his

third only to Texas and California in 
point of area. 

In such a big state there is room far 
all the mentioned detractions and for 
many good things besides, and the lat- 
ter are attracting the attention of the 
home maker and the man of business 
enterprise. The fact is that lying up 
nearer tv the mountains where drain- 
age has carried the alkali from the land 
into the lower levels, just as alkali has 
been removed from all lands, except - 
that in most cases it is drained into 
the sea instead of being intercepted by 
mountains as in case of much of the 
area of Nevada, and it is this lack of 
drainage that gives us the desert. But 
Nevada is not all desert as we have 
already said. Up nearer the mountains 
the valleys are free from alkali, are 
well drained, have a rich soil and an 
abundance of water for irrigation that 
has been in many instances utilized at 
little expense but to great advantage. 

Even before the Comstock and other 
rich ore bodies were struck in Nevada 
these fine agricultural sections had 
been located by the farm prospector 
and their value appreviated sufficiently 
to result in their having been populated 
years ago. Lying along the western 
edge of the Sierra mountain range are 
a number vf these valleys, which, while 
at one time isolated, are now in touch

with the world through railroad trans- 
portation and their products are a fac- 
tor in many markets. Chief among these 
are Carson, Mason and Smith valleys. 
These valleys have a special! interest in 
view of the fact that they have been 
developed extensively anil they are 
among the impcrtant dairy sections of 
the coast states. Their soil is espe 
cially adapted to the growing of alfalfa 
which, although it does not yield as 
liberally as in the longer growing sea- 
son of California, is very nutritious and 
goes farther in feeding value than that 
produced under more rapid growth. In 
addition to a fine class of soil these 
mountain valleys, on account of their 
altitude, are favored with an exhil- 
arating climate and it has been often 
said that the farmer who locates under 
these favorable conditions is there to 
stay. 

Among the settlers who were at- 
tracted to the Nevada valleys in the 
pioneer days were many Germans and 
these sturdy farmers are the back-bone 
of the enterprise that developed these 
valleys into almost model farming com- 
munities, their substantial buildings, 
well kept farms and personal integrity 
reminding one strongly of the farming 
communities of the Pennsylvania 
‘*Dutch.’’? When the superior agricul- 
tural conditions of these valleys first 
attracted the settlers there was one 
great drawback, namely transportation. 
They were far removed from railroads, 
beef cattle, which could be driven to 
market, were a drug at that time and 
to haul grain to the railroads was out 
of the question. The Nevada farmers 


had to produce something that had 
small bulk in proportion to its value 
which they might get into the markets, 
and it is only natural that the settlers 


almost from the start went in for butter 
and cheese production and put their 
land into alfalfa to feed their herds. 
In fact the Nevada valleys are properly 
the pioneer alfalfa sections of the 
United States. It was there considered 
a fine forage crop fifteen years before 
California farmers came to realize it; 
merits. The Nevada farmer not only 
supplied the great mining and lumber 
centers with butter aid cheese, but thev 
soon had a big lot to ship to the San 
Francisco and Sacremento markets. 
Advent of the Creamer7z 

For a country to develop so extens- 
ively and generally into a dairy com- 
munity it is natural that the old sys- 
tem of individual farm butter and 
cheese making was found to be a disad- 
vantage, notwithstanding that the herds 
of many of the dairymen exceeded a 
hundred cows. What was needed was a 
larger and more uniform output in order 
to gain markets and to reduce expense 
in marketing. The public creamery sys- 
tem was the natural outcome of this 
need, and way back in the early nine- 
ties, almost antedating the inauguration 
of the creamery system in California, 
the Nevada butter and cheese was made 
in ereameries instead of on the farms. 

It was in 1894 that the leading cream- 
ery enterprise was started in Nevada 
when a number of the dairymen got to- 
gether and built the Douglas County 
Creamery at Gardnersville. Probably 
no other single factor has played a 
greater part in the business affairs of 
Carson valley than this creamery. Or- 
iginally it was operated under a stock 
company arrangement, the holders of 
the stock drawing regular dividends. 
''wo years ago it was decided to change 
this plan and put it on a co-operative 
basis, and instead of paying dividends,

each month the operating expenses are 
determined and deducted from the pro- 
ceeds of the month’s business and the, 
balance returned is all paid wut to the 
patrons for buter fat. 

During the 15 years of its existence 
the Douglas County Creamery has paid 
to its patrons almost a million and a 
a quarter dollars, from which it will 
be seen that even if these are isolated 


and comparatively unknown dairy sec-, 


tions the money goes in after their 
product and the Douglas County Cream- 


ery does by no means do all the busi-, 


ness. Through the courtesy of Mr. E. 
O. Jones, manager of the creamery, we 
are able to show the volume of business 
done by this creamery each year for 
15 years in the following figures:

The development that has taken place 
Smith and Mason valleys 
demonstrate great possibilities in the 
state of Nevada for a high class of agri- 
culture, for there are many valleys out- 
side of the alkali confines that only 
need irrigation water and sturdy, intel- 
ligent farmers to make money flow into 
them. Through the work of the fed- 
eral government the irrigation possibil- 
ities of the state are being wisely de- 
veloped through projects. 
There are a great many people in the 
east who have a desire to locate farm 
homes in the west, particularly in Cal- 
ifornia, but many of them hesitate on 
account of the excessive heat that pre 
vails at times in the interior valleys.

In this issue of the official reports, 
special attention is called to the records 
made by Lillian Walker 3rd, Cupia Hen. 
gerveld 2nd’s Buttercup, Pontiac Plei- 
one, and Meg Rector 3rd; and the show- 
ing made by the Holstein-Friesian breed 
will be better understool when it is 
mentioned that Lillian Walker 3rd, 
22.992 lbs. fat from 563.6 Ibs. milk in 
7 days, 90.644 Ibs. fat from 2,333.6 lbs. 
milk in 30 days, is the 170th cow to 
produce in excess of 21 Ibs. of butter- 
fat in seven consecutive days, and the 
103rd to produce over eighty-five pounds 
of butter-fat in 30 consecutive days. 

It is universally admitted that 85 
Ibs. of butter fat, as found in the milk, 
is sufficient to produce 100 lbs. of the 
best of merchantable butter. Not count- 
ing Lillian Walker 3rd, 102 Holstein- 
Friesian cows produced in 30 consecu- 
tive days 249,359 lbs. oY milk containing 
9,420.7 lbs. of butter-fat; showing an 
average of 3.78 per cent. fat. The aver- 
ages for each of these animals was 
2,444.6 lbs. of milk containing 92.36 
Ibs. of butter-fat; equivalent to 81.5 
Ibs. of milk, and 3.59 lbs. of butter 
per day. No breed of dairy cattle, 
other than the Holstein-Friesian, has 
ever been able to show such averages. 

The cows in the full uged class gain- 
ing honorable mention by a production 
of over 18 lbs. fat are as follows: Maid 
Zozo DeKol, 18.919 lbs. fat from 520.5 
Ibs. milk; White Daisy Pietertje, 18.744 
ibs. fat from 549.9 Ibs. milk; Snowball 
Pink, 18.671 lbs. fat from 486.1 Jbs.

The besu 
among the senior fours is  Pietertje 
Mechthilde Beauty, 18.202 Ibs. fat from 
511.4 lbs. milk, with Coloma Canary 
2nd, 17.047 lbs. fat from 426.9 Ibs. 
milk, holding second place; while the 
junior four-year class is led by Barbara 
Tirania Mechthilde, 16.658 lbs. fat from 
481.9 Ibs. milk, with Catrina Korndyke 
Beets, 15.882 Ibs. fat from 419.2 Ibs. 
milk coming next. 

Sixteen lbs. of butter-fat used to de 
esteemed a good record for a full aged 
cow; and the senior three-year-olds of 
this issue have three records in excess 
of that amount; Mutual Korndyke 
Segis producing 16.843 Ibs. fat from 
445.6 lbs. milk; Princess of Oakdale, 
16.453 lbs. fat from 414.3 Ibs. milk; 
and Velox Overlooper, 16.163 Ibs. fat 
from 497.8 Ibs. milk. The Junior three- 
year-olds have in the fead Maggie Dian- 
tha DeKol, 15.731 lbs. fat trom 375.4 
Ibs. milk, and Mabel Johanna Pietertje 
DeKol, 15.194 lbs. fat from 410.2 Ibs. 
milk; while the best showing among the 
senior two-year-vlds is made by Lucy 
Pietertje Concoraia Vale, 13.875 Ibs. 
fat from 345.8 lbs. milk, and Star Farm 
Mercedes Pietertje, 12.604 Ibs. fat from 
346.9 Ibs. milk.

official test was not begun till 24 days 
from calving, although she was entitled 
to begin it on the fourth day, and there 
is no record for those 20 days’ produc 
tion; but counting from the 4th day 
after calving to the end of October, a 
period of 181 days, she is credited with 
producing 10,198.3 Ibs. of milk contain- 
ing 364.936 Ibs. ot butter-fat. In order 
to most thoroughly authenticate this 
wonderful record, the official test pe- 
riods cover some 61 days out of the 181 
days mentioned. 

As predicted in a previous issue of 
these reports, Pontiac Pleione has com- 
pleted her semi-official test with a rec- 
ord greater than any other Holstein- 
Friesian caw, except Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna. It will be noted that this 


great record of 24,820.2 Ibs. milk con-* 


taining 740.45 lbs. fat was produced in 
a period of but 346 days; and that the 
cow milked right up to calving, giving 
birth to two calves within less than 
one year. If the Guernsey method had 
been followed in this case, the cow 
could have been credited with a part of 
the second lactation period, and would 
probably have produced over 26,000 
Ibs. of milk, and nearly 800 Ibs. of but- 
ter-fat.
